Great French Marshal 
Conquered by a Poilu 


Andre Maginot Thinks Every French 
Minister Should Carry a Soldier's 
Bayonet in His Knapsack. 


CCORDING to Napoleon, every soldier 
should carry in his knapsack a marshal’s 
baton. Andve Maginot is of the opinion 

that every minister, especially in France, should 
earry in his portfolio a soldier’s bayonet. 

Andre Maginot, the French minister of war, 
is just a great big brave boy of la belle France. 

At the blood- 
drenched village of 
Douamont, near Ver- 
dun, during the im- 
mortal defence, a 
huge pollu meekly 
approached his cap- 
tain and asked for 
leave of absence. 
There was a sharp 
enquiry for the rea- 
son, 

“I am Andre Mag- 
inot,” was the reply, 
“formerly minister, 
also deputy for the 
Department of the 
Meuse, and now 
President of the 
General Council, which is about to meet.” The 
leave was granted. » 

Like Danton, Maginot stands, a huge mass of 
honest muscle, six feet two in height, and, like 
Danton, he started at first to make his living 
as a lawyer. He is the symbol of the France 
beyond Paris. His department is no boulevard 
or Quartier Lation, but the Meuse, His breath 
is not the cabaret, but the breeze. He is a true 
son of a sacred soil. 

At Mageville there was a fight, already a 
legend among the heroic ceeds of war, in which 
Maginot, promoted to a sergancy, had both legs 
suattered. There he won the Military Medal 
and had to retire from active service. He re- 
turned to polities and at a secret session in 
Paris exposed the weakness of the position at 
Verdun, In 1917, Prime Minister Ribot appoint- 
d him to be Minister of the Colonies and later 
he was M. Briand’s Minister of Pensions. When 
Poincare rose to power again, Maginot became 
his Minister of War.
